Monday morning Judge Bell impos- 


ed penitentiary sentences upon Jor 
Howard, better known as the "In- 
ddan," and Dan Brennan, alias sever- 
al other names, committing Arthur 
McCall to the custody of the reforma- 
tory authorities at Huntingdon. Bui- 
ley Beeman. was also given a pemi 
tentiary sentence. The 
three first 


named prisoners were concerned in 
the effort to escape from the county 
Jail last night. 


The Indian the Leader. 


Joe Howard, the Indian, was the 


ringleader in the plot to defeat the 
emd« of justice by 
escaping 
from 


the jadl. Joe is a bad man, and after 
he an/1 his companions had been re- 
turned to jail a careful watch was, 
kept over their actions. 


Howard occupied a cell on the sec- 


ond floor, and in the next cell were 
Brenman ad McCall. Burley Beeman, 
the other convict, occupied a cell on 


jlthe first floor, but whether he was 
implicated in the attempt to breai 
Jail is not yet known. These cell.- 
were on the north aide of the prison 


Had Their Suspicions. 


Turnkey Holes had been keeping 


tatthful watch over the three prison- 
aa&rs and frequently visited the cor- 


' Tldor to see if everything was all 


right. About & o'clock Monday night 
he though he heard a noise in the 
prison, and Deputy Sheriff Chaplain 
•was called. 
From that time until 


shortly before 1 o'clock these officer 
said several other persons kept guard 
but not hearing any more noise they 
•w»re not certain that a jail delivery 
was contemplated. However, one of 
the men walked around the jail sev- 
eral times during the night -to make 
awe that all was well. 


The heavy rain, thunder and wind

nfglu an Ideal one for the plotters

their work passed unnoticed. 


Ran Against the Rope. 


Shortly before 1 o'clock, 
while 


one of the men was walking around 
the prison wall he ran against a rope 


uretl a case knife—probably slipped 
to f him by some friend—aud 
with 


this implement 
had 
worked 
the 


brick in the ceiling loose, giving him 
access to the attic over the cell ot 
Brennan and McCall With the knife 
Howard removed the 
brick 
from 


this cell, and the three men were 
then prepared to 
make 
their way 


out of the building A stone, triangu- 
lar iu sluipe, was worked out under 
the eaves and a rope, made of How- 
ard's bedclothing, wna, let down t< 
the ground. 


It was at this time that the rojjr 


was- discovered and the officers be- 
gan their seirch 
of 
the building, 


thus frustrating the attempt of the 
mejn to escape. 


Had Ugly Weapons. 


A further 
search 
of 
the 
attic 


brought to light the weapons with 
which the prisoners had armed them- 
selves. There was an iron bar sever- 
al feel in length an iron icxl, a big 
rock, and the case knife used by the 
Indian. With these weapons the des- 
perate men might have done great 
injury to the officers as they crawl 
ed through the darkness of the attic, 
but it is supposed that after Deputy 
Chaplain fired the shot the men re- 
turned to their cells. 


Deputy Sheriff Chaplain says that 


if the prisoners had had five minutes 
more time they would have gained 
then- liberty. It was evidently their 
plan to push a large stone from 
the' 


wall just below the one they had re- 
moved trom the eavea in the attic, 
and having slid down, the rope they 
would have had no trouble to get 
away in the darkness ot the night. 


Turnkey Holes is being commend- 


ed for the bravery he displayed in 
the search for the prisoners, he he- 
wig willing to adventure into 
the 


dark attic, in face ot the clanger lie 
might have encountered from a pos- 
sibly well armed trio of 
desperate 


men, 
who could have done fatal work 


with the weapons at their hands. 


This attempt to break jail is onlj 


one of a 
number that have been 


mac' by prisoners in the past year, 
and as the cells on the second floor 
are very flimsily constructed it Is 
likely that at el cages wilt be erect- 
ed in the prison in which to keep 
prisoners charged with serious offen- 
ses or sentenced to the penitentiary. 


What the court wil! do m the mat- 


ter remains to be learned, but it is 
not likely that the attempt to break 
halt will be passed over lightly.

WHEAT AND ITS BYPRODUCTS. 
As wheat is the favorite gralL of 


man, so it is also popular with poultry, 
being attractive in color, size, shape, 
flavor, easy of digestion and free from 
coarse hull. 


It is called the safest grain for poul- 


try, and in protein (lO.i) and carbohy- 
drates (73) it is not quite so well .bal- 
anced as oats, but it is without the 
coarse, indigestible hull, ami it con- 
tains more protein and starch and less 
qll and fatteuer (carbohydrates) than 
corn. 


lied wheat is best for poultry and 


pigeons, being more digestible than 
white, which has more starch, and 
new wheat is more difficult to digest 
than old. Middlings and bran, the by- 
products of wbeat, are very valuable 
feeds and are used by many in prefer- 
ence to whole wheat. They are cheap- 
er and. with other grains and meats, 
may be manipulated to form a bal- 
anc^ed ration.

QUEST OF EL DORADO. 


That Elusive Land of Gold and Jewels 


In South America. 


Guiana ii^ bounded on the north by 


the great river Orinoco and on the 
south by the still greater river Ama- 
zon. These two grand rivers are con- 
necteci with one another, the Cisiqui- 
ure. a branch ti-orn the Orinoco, falling 
Into the Itio Negro, a tributary of the 
Amazon. 
Within Guiana itself 
are 


many rivers irf very considerable size. 


The kingdom of El Dorado was re- 


puted to exist somewhere between the 
Itio Brando nud the Essequibo, called 
by the Indians the Brother of the Ori- 
noco. Minion, the capital, was said to 
be someivhere between the Hio Branco 
and the Kuiiunuiii. a tributary of the 
Ess«iuibo. From the thirties of the 
sixteenth century .some eighteen expe- 
ditions had been sent by the Spaniards 
to Guiana in search of the golden king- j 
doni. IJiego de Ordas, one of the cap- 
tains of Cortes at the conquest of Mex- 
ico, led the first attempt In 1331. After 
him followed many a brnve cavalier, 
but all wns In vain, and disasters as 
well as failure attended nearly all the 
expeditions. 


From a state paper in the public rec- 


ord office, London, it appears that in 
1580 persons who traveled in America 
had reported that there tv«s a place 
where the women wore great plates of 
gold, covering their whole bodies like 
armor. In every cottage pearls were to 
be found: in some houses a peck. Ban- 
queting houses were built of crystal, 
with pillars of massive silver, aome of 
gold. Pieces of gold as big as a man's 
flst were to he fmmd !n the heads of 
some of the rivers. Kaleigh read ac- 
counts of these expeditions, but the! 
want of success did not deter him from 
attempting to find the golden region.— 
Blackwood's M:iga/.ine.

A LIGHT IN AN AUTOMOBILE 


Use One of the Spark Plugs When You 


Have No Matches. 


Did you ever while making an auto- 


mobile tour and yourself on a lonely 
country road, perhaps miles from the 
nearest house, and suddenly discover 
that you had no matches? 
If you 


were anxious to light the lamps or ea- 
ger for a smoke such a discovery 
would not prove at all conducive to 
he smoothness of your temper. 
There is a simple way iu which any 


one may secure a light without the aid 
of matches. You may be anxious for 
a smoke or it may be getting dark and 
you want to. light your lamp, but in 
any event you can secure the neces- 
sary light if you will follow those di- 
rections: 


Unscrew one of the spark plugs am? 


let It lie on the cylinder head. Wrap a 
small wisp of waste around the end of 
any small stick of wood or if there is 
none handy wrap it around the end of 
a screwdriver or a»y other tool. Dip 
the waste in the gasoline until it i.s 
thoroughly 
soaked. 
Of course you 


should have only a very small piece of 
waste: otherwise the blaze will be too 
big for you to handle. 
After dipping 


this in the gasoline lay it close, to the 
spark plug nud turn tho engine over un- 
til this plus sparks. 
This will ignite 


the waste and you will hnve a little 
torch sufficient for lighting your lamp. 
Even if there is a heavy rain or snow, 
you can secure a light in this manner 
sufficient for your needs.—Detroit Free 
Press.

In ISSi; be was elected prose- 
cuting attorney of Chariton county, 
holding that office until 1802, when he- 
was chosen circuit judge. In 18U8 he 
was elected to the Fifty-sixth congress 
and has since been regularly returned.

] papers uud a Bible, each of which on 
separate occasions had been instru- 
mental In saving his life in the course 


j of the Hiissn-Turkish war. 


In one instance tie was knocked oft 


his horse by the impact of a bullet nud 
became uui-ouxcioiis. only to tiud on re 
gaining his senses thut the frieudlj 
wallet hnd prevented the bullet enter- 
ing his body. On the second occasion. 
at Plevna, the Bible, which be had 
placed in a side pocket, deflected u 
heavy piece of shrnpnei that threaten 
ed to end bis existence. 


He had kept the wallet intact as a 


memento of his escape, and one of the 
journalists who was examining its 
contents came, by a curious coinci- 
dence.' upon a letter which be himself 
had Indited to the war correspondent 
some thirty or forty years ago, the 
very existence of which he ha/l en 
tlrely forgotten. 


In the letter he had expressed the 


hope that his friend would return safe 
and sound from the scat of war. The 
words "safe and sound" had been al- 
most cut away by the bullet, which, 
but for tiie providential interposition 
of the bundle of papers, would proba- 
bly have ended the war correspond 
cut's life.—Nottingham Guardian.

Had Their Suspicions.

About & o'clock Monday night 
he though he heard a noise in the 
prison, and Deputy Sheriff Chaplain 
•was called. 
From that time until 


shortly before 1 o'clock these officer 
said several other persons kept guard 
but not hearing any more noise they 
•w»re not certain that a jail delivery 
was contemplated. However, one of 
the men walked around the jail sev- 
eral times during the night -to make 
awe that all was well.

Ran Against the Rope.

access to the attic over the cell ot 
Brennan and McCall With the knife 
Howard removed the

lar iu sluipe, was worked out under 
the eaves and a rope, made of How- 
ard's bedclothing, wna, let down t< 
the ground. 


It was at this time that the rojjr 


was- discovered and the officers be- 
gan their seirch 
of 
the building, 


thus frustrating the attempt of the 
mejn to escape. 


Had Ugly Weapons. 


A further 
search 
of 
the 
attic 


brought to light the weapons with 
which the prisoners had armed them- 
selves. There was an iron bar sever- 
al feel in length an iron icxl, a big 
rock, and the case knife used by the 
Indian. With these weapons the des- 
perate men might have done great 
injury to the officers as they crawl 
ed through the darkness of the attic, 
but it is supposed that after Deputy 
Chaplain fired the shot the men re- 
turned to their cells. 


Deputy Sheriff Chaplain says that 


if the prisoners had had five minutes 
more time they would have gained 
then- liberty. It was evidently their 
plan to push a large stone from 
the' 


wall just below the one they had re- 
moved trom the eavea in the attic, 
and having slid down, the rope they 
would have had no trouble to get 
away in the darkness ot the night. 


Turnkey Holes is being commend- 


ed for the bravery he displayed in 
the search for the prisoners, he he- 
wig willing to adventure into 
the 


dark attic, in face ot the clanger lie 
might have encountered from a pos- 
sibly well armed trio of 
desperate 


men, 
who could have done fatal work 


with the weapons at their hands. 


This attempt to break jail is onlj 


one of a 
number that have been 


mac' by prisoners in the past year, 
and as the cells on the second floor 
are very flimsily constructed it Is 
likely that at el cages wilt be erect- 
ed in the prison in which to keep 
prisoners charged with serious offen- 
ses or sentenced to the penitentiary. 


What the court wil! do m the mat- 


ter remains to be learned, but it is 
not likely that the attempt to break 
halt will be passed over lightly.

As wheat is the favorite gralL of 


man, so it is also popular with poultry, 
being attractive in color, size, shape, 
flavor, easy of digestion and free from 
coarse hull. 


It is called the safest grain for poul- 


try, and in protein (lO.i) and carbohy- 
drates (73) it is not quite so well .bal- 
anced as oats, but it is without the 
coarse, indigestible hull, ami it con- 
tains more protein and starch and less 
qll and fatteuer (carbohydrates) than 
corn. 


lied wheat is best for poultry and 


pigeons, being more digestible than 
white, which has more starch, and 
new wheat is more difficult to digest 
than old. Middlings and bran, the by- 
products of wbeat, are very valuable 
feeds and are used by many in prefer- 
ence to whole wheat. They are cheap- 
er and. with other grains and meats, 
may be manipulated to form a bal- 
anc^ed ration.

QUEST OF EL DORADO. 


That Elusive Land of Gold and Jewels 


In South America. 


Guiana ii^ bounded on the north by 


the great river Orinoco and on the 
south by the still greater river Ama- 
zon. These two grand rivers are con- 
necteci with one another, the Cisiqui- 
ure. a branch ti-orn the Orinoco, falling 
Into the Itio Negro, a tributary of the 
Amazon. 
Within Guiana itself 
are 


many rivers irf very considerable size. 


The kingdom of El Dorado was re- 


puted to exist somewhere between the 
Itio Brando nud the Essequibo, called 
by the Indians the Brother of the Ori- 
noco. Minion, the capital, was said to 
be someivhere between the Hio Branco 
and the Kuiiunuiii. a tributary of the 
Ess«iuibo. From the thirties of the 
sixteenth century .some eighteen expe- 
ditions had been sent by the Spaniards 
to Guiana in search of the golden king- j 
doni. IJiego de Ordas, one of the cap- 
tains of Cortes at the conquest of Mex- 
ico, led the first attempt In 1331. After 
him followed many a brnve cavalier, 
but all wns In vain, and disasters as 
well as failure attended nearly all the 
expeditions. 


From a state paper in the public rec- 


ord office, London, it appears that in 
1580 persons who traveled in America 
had reported that there tv«s a place 
where the women wore great plates of 
gold, covering their whole bodies like 
armor. In every cottage pearls were to 
be found: in some houses a peck. Ban- 
queting houses were built of crystal, 
with pillars of massive silver, aome of 
gold. Pieces of gold as big as a man's 
flst were to he fmmd !n the heads of 
some of the rivers. Kaleigh read ac- 
counts of these expeditions, but the! 
want of success did not deter him from 
attempting to find the golden region.— 
Blackwood's M:iga/.ine.

A LIGHT IN AN AUTOMOBILE 


Use One of the Spark Plugs When You 


Have No Matches. 


Did you ever while making an auto- 


mobile tour and yourself on a lonely 
country road, perhaps miles from the 
nearest house, and suddenly discover 
that you had no matches? 
If you 


were anxious to light the lamps or ea- 
ger for a smoke such a discovery 
would not prove at all conducive to 
he smoothness of your temper. 
There is a simple way iu which any 


one may secure a light without the aid 
of matches. You may be anxious for 
a smoke or it may be getting dark and 
you want to. light your lamp, but in 
any event you can secure the neces- 
sary light if you will follow those di- 
rections: 


Unscrew one of the spark plugs am? 


let It lie on the cylinder head. Wrap a 
small wisp of waste around the end of 
any small stick of wood or if there is 
none handy wrap it around the end of 
a screwdriver or a»y other tool. Dip 
the waste in the gasoline until it i.s 
thoroughly

Even if there is a heavy rain or snow, 
you can secure a light in this manner 
sufficient for your needs.—Detroit Free 
Press.

I venture the 
suggestion that this legislation should 
provide for the retention of party con- 
ventions, but only for the purpose of 
declaring and accepting tbe verdict of 
the primaries and formulating tbe 
platforms." Mr. Rucker's bill is based 
on the president's suggestions.

Hucker's boyhood was spent in West 
Virginia, to wliic-h state his parents 
tiad moved on the breaking out of the 
civil war. At the age of eighteen he 
went to Cbariton county. Mo., took up 
the study of law and was admitted lo 
the bar. In ISSi; be was elected prose- 
cuting attorney of Chariton county, 
holding that office until 1802, when he- 
was chosen circuit judge. In 18U8 he 
was elected to the Fifty-sixth congress 
and has since been regularly returned.

ing his body. On the second occasion. 
at Plevna, the Bible, which be had 
placed in a side pocket, deflected u 
heavy piece of shrnpnei that threaten 
ed to end bis existence. 


He had kept the wallet intact as a 


memento of his escape, and one of the 
journalists who was examining its 
contents came, by a curious coinci- 
dence.' upon a letter which be himself 
had Indited to the war correspondent 
some thirty or forty years ago, the 
very existence of which he ha/l en 
tlrely forgotten. 


In the letter he had expressed the 


hope that his friend would return safe 
and sound from the scat of war. The 
words "safe and sound" had been al- 
most cut away by the bullet, which, 
but for tiie providential interposition 
of the bundle of papers, would proba- 
bly have ended the war correspond 
cut's life.—Nottingham Guardian.
